RALEIGH AND ITS CELEBRITIES AS 
VIEWED BY AN OUTSIDER.—Some 
man has gotten away from Reidsville, 
has passed Raleigh in his wanderings, 
and writes back to the Record what 
he saw and learned whilst here. 
Here is what he says: 

Mr. Fditor :—Were you ever in 
Raleigh? You ought to go there 
once. Business called your corres- 
pondent tothe “Oak City’”’ recently, 
and while hesawmany things which 
he would rather not have seen, his 
trip and stay were quite pleasant. 

Arriving at Raleigh at eight o’clock, 
in the morning, my first enquiry was 
about break fast. very black fif- 
teenth amendment informed me that 
I could have breakfast at the Yarbo- 
rough House; and, as tor some rea- 
son unknown to meor to him, the 
’bus was noton hand, he kindly of- 
fered to carry my valise for the sum 
of fifty cents. 

Between the hotel and the depot, 
this porter volunteered the informa- 
tion that Prof. Von Meyerhoff per- 
formed on the organ atone of the 
principal churches, and advised me 
not to tail to hear him. 

After breakfast, I took a walk 
around the town, and I found it much 
improved within the last two years. 
Many old buildings which were an 
eye-sore, have been torn down and 
imposing, structures put in their 

laces. In the place of a disreputa- 

le looking affair on Fayetteville 
street, near Market square, we now 
behold the beautiful and magnificent 
Fisher building. Just —— this 
costly structure, Messrs. Williamson, 
Upchurch & Thomas, have erected a 
mammoth: brick building, which is 
used as a commission house. While 
I was admiring its architecture, a 
well-dressed gentleman entire 
stranger to me) asked me if I would 
be in the city urtil Monday. Receiv- 
ing an answer in the affirmative, he 
softly whispered—‘'Don’t fail to go 
to preaching on Sunday, and above 
a'l things, don’t fail to hear Prof. 
Meyerhoff play on the n.” I 
promised him I wouldn’t, and he 
went on-his way, feeling better, I 
have no doubt. 

—— has not only been rapidly 
improving in the last two years, but 
is still marching onward. There are 
now, in the course of construction, 
not less than a dozen fine buildings, 
among which I might mention, a 
deaf and dumb asylum, exclusively 
for the colored people, built by the 
State, I presume; a very large and 
imposing college for the colored peo- 
ple, built by some christian society. 

The U.S. Government has com- 
menced the erection of a granite post- 
office and Federai courthouse. ese 
with the host of private eet at 
now on foot, willadd immensely to 
to the looks of the city. 

I undertook to interview one of the 
leading bankers in order to ascertain 
a few tacts relative to the effects of 


the great pane. In reply to my first 
uestion, he said: ‘‘Raleigh did not 
eel the panic, sir. Why, my dear 


sir, but for those telegraph wires and 
the newspapers, we should never 
have known that there was a panic. 
Have you heard Prof. Meyerhoff play 
on the organ ?”’ 

The Legislature is now in session. 
As far as I could see, they seem to be, 
doing their duty like men, that is, 
spending no unnecessary time in 
8 h making and such foolishness. 

ou will agree with me, that the 
are very busy, when I tell you that 
spent one entire hourin the House 
and not one member had time to 
leave his seat and pay his respects to 
me. I believe the honorable gentle- 
man from Currituck, or somewhere 
else, did send me word that I must 
not leave the city until I heard Prof. 
Meyerhoff play on the organ. I have 
not yet heard him, but I am inform- 
ed that he has no superior and but 
few equals. He is teacher of music 
atthe Raleigh Baptist College, and 
everybody in Raleigh, including the 
Legislature and the Lunatic Asylum 
are half crazy over his wonderful, 
musical powers.

As some of these excep- 
tions were abandoned, and others not 
pressed in this Court, we shall notice 
only such as were urged, and which 
seem to require some comment. 

Ist. It is insisted in view of article 
4, section 14, of the Constitution, that 
the Legislature had no right to pass 
the act of 1868-’69, chapter 273, and 
the amendatory act of 1871-’72, chap- 
ter 15, under which the Governor ap- 
pointed the special term of the Court 
at which the prisoner was tried. — 

2nd. And further, that if said acts 
are constitutional, yet as Judge Cloud 
had only certified to His Excellency 
that there was such an accumulation 
of civil actions in the Superior Court 
of Rowan county, as to require the 
holding of a special term, for the dis- 
posal of such civil actions, he had no 
poms under the acts in question, to 

ssuea commission to a Judge to hold 
a court for the trial of both civil and 
criminal action. 

We see no conflict between the 
Constitution and the acts in question, 
and if indeed there were some ap- 
purent conflict, we should feel our- 
selves bound, after recognizing the 
validity of courts of Oyer and Termi- 
ner, and special terms, in the most 
solemn cases, not to disturb a very 
convenient and beneficial method of 
dispensing justice. 

Upon the second branch of the ob- 
jection it is sufficient to say, that the 
Governor is not bound to follow the 
certificate of the Judge, and that 
there is nothing in the acts to prevent 
the Governor, after cause is laid be- 
fure him to justify a special term, 
from exercising his discretion, as to 
the extent of the jurisdiction, for the 
trial of actions, he may see fit to con- 
fer on such special terms. 

We have held, since the adoption 
of our present Constitution, in State 
vs. Baker 63, N. C., 279, and also in 
State vs. Henderson 68, N. C., 350, 
that a Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
held under the act of Feb. 9, 1862, is 
a Superior Court aud is not perug- 
nant to the Constitution. 


After a verdict of guilty, the pris- | 


oner’s counsel insisted that the Court 
could not legally try the prisoner, 
because he had not prior to this spe- 
cial term been arraigned, and no is- 
sue had joined ata precedent regular 
term of the Court. 

After what has been said it would 
seem unnecessary to add anything 
turther in support of the power of 
special terms, but we will quote sec- 
tion 3 of the act of 1868-’69 supra, 
which declares that ‘‘special terms of 
the Superior Courts, held in pursu- 
ance of thisact shall have all the 
jurisdiction and powers that regular 
terms of the Superior Courts have.’’ 

By this we must understand that 
such special terms have all necessary 
jurisdiction and powers to dis of 
such business, as may be authorised 
to be heard, under the commission 
constituting the Court. 

This interpretation is consistent 
with the Constitution and all the 
acts of the General Assembly on the 
subject, and enables the Governor to 
authorize just such Courts as the exi- 
gencies of tie case may require. 

We now come to the exceptions 
made to the rulings of his Honor in 
the progress of the trial.

And the same doctrine is 
held in State vs. Perry, Busbee 330. 

The prisoner does not say that his 
cousin is hig euemy. 

Had such cause been assigned, and 
found to be true, the juror should 
have been rejected. Family feudsare 
apt to be very bitter. 

2d. One Monroe Miller testified 
that he thought he saw the prisoner 
on the day of the alleged rape, at an 
hour which would render it highly 
improbable that he could have done 
the act, at the time stated by the 
prosecutrix. 

A witness was then offered by the 
State, who testified, after objection 
by the prisoner, that he knew Miller 
well, that he had lived with him, 
and that at certain periods of the 
month said Miller did not seem to be 
right in his mind, whilst at other 
times he was rational, and that at the 
period alluded to he seemed to be dull 
and his ideas and statements con fus- 
ed. The prisoner objects because the 
witness was allowed to give his opin- 
ion as to the state of Miller’s mind. 

It is said in Clary vs. Clary, 2 Jud. 
78, there are facts which from their 
nature exclude all direct positive 

roof. Noman can testify, as of a 

act within his knowledge, to the 
sanity or insanity of another. Such 
a question when it arises must be de- 
termined by other than direct proof. 
And in that case the opinion of a 
witness as to the testator’s state of 
mind was held to be competent evi-

it is said that insanity belongs to that

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nature of things must be proved by 
the cpiuion of witnesses. 

And the cases establish the position 
that it is not necessary that the wit- 
nesses to prove sanity or insanity 
should be physicians or experts. 

3d. The third and last exception is 
that his Honor permitted witnesses 
to say that they seen the prisoner 
about the time when a horse, aud a 
cow, and a trunk were stolen. 

But the record further states that 
reference to the stolen property was 
allowed, by the Court, and so stated 
at the time of its admission, aloue to 
fix the date of the prisoner’s presence 
in the county ; and in his Honor’s 
charge to the jury he directed them 
to regard this evidence for the pur- 
pose solely of fixing dates, and to 
give no other weight thereto. 

When evidence is irrelevant and 
calcuJated to mislead or prejudice a 
jury, it is error to receive it, but we 
cannot say that it was irrelevant to 
show that the was in the

THE First JUDICIAL DISTRICT.— 
Yesterday the House of Representa- 
tives passed a bill on its several read- 
ings in reference to arranging the 
counties of the first Judicial district 
and specifying the time of holding 
Courts therein. Asthis isa matter 
of great importance to our eastern 
friends, we give the following synop- 
sis of the bill: _ 

The bill provides that the district 
in question shall be composed of 
Currituck county, in which the 
Courts shall be held.on the second 
Monday in January and July ; Cam- 
den county on the fourth Monday in 
January and July; Pasquotank on 
the fourth Monday after the second 
Monday in January and July; Per 
quimans on the sixth Monday after 
the second Monday in January and 
July; Chowan county on the eighth 
Monday after the second Monday in 
January andJuly;Gates county on the 
tenth Monday after the second Mon- 
day in January and July; Tyreli 
county on the 12th Monday after the 
second Monday in January and July; 
Hyde county o» the fourteenth Mon- 
day after the second Monday in Jan- 
uary and July ; Dare county on th. 
16th Monday after the second Monday 
in January and July. The bill alse 
provides that the counties of Bertie 
and Hertford shall constitute a 
of the Second Judicial District, and 
that the Courts in said counties shall 
be held as follows: Bertieon the first 
Monday in March and October; 
Hertford county on the third Mon- 
day in March and October. Itisalso 
provided that the county of North- 
ampton shall bea part of the Sixth 
Judicial District, and that the courts 
in this county shall be held on the 
fourteenth Monday after the second 
Monday in August and February. 
The third section of the bill says: 

“That all precepts, process and 
other papers issued: from or returna- 
ble to the Courts of any of the above 
named counties after this act takes 
effect, shall conform to its provisions, 
and if at the time it takes effect or! 
afterwards any process shall come to 
the hands of Sheriffs or other officers 
returnable to the terms as they here- 
tofore stood, such officers shall return 
the same according to the provisions 
of this act.”’

Threatened Repeal of Vested Rights 
—f acts for the General as-embiy. 
MOREHEAD Ciry, N. C., 
February 2, 1874. 


To the Editor of the News: 


DEAR Sirk: At the last meeting of 
the General Assembly, Mr. W. F. 
Bell, in association with other gen- 
tlemen of this county and the under- 
signed, were granted an act of incor- 

oration under the name of ‘The 

elle-Cove Oyster Company,’’ to 
utilize certain properties of which 
members of the Company had Rip- 
arian Rights for the purpose of rais- 
ing oysters, and in order to develope 
that trade. Some questions having 
arisen as to the extent of Riparian 
Rights, it was thought best to define 
the limits of the proposed Company 
and establish those limits by law. 
This was done by the charter above 
named. Immediately aiter the rati- 
fication of the act, the Company took 
possession and run its lines in confor- 
mity with the charter. <A portion of 
the capital stock was paid in and 
about three thousand bushels of oys- 
ters planted and moved. The Com- 
pany being in successful operation, 
certain parties, from motives which 
it is difficult to understand, have 
sought to prejudice the interests 
of the Company and its incorporators, 
and have endeavored to influence the 
General Assembly to restrict, or 
virtually repeal the Company’s char- 
ter. The prime mover seems to have 
been Dr. John W. Sanders, of Bogue 
Sound. The first move was to write 
a letter to Capt. W. T. R. Bell, 
requesting him to draw a petition to 
the General Assembly in the premises, 
and setting forth certain facts to be 
embodied therein. Capt. Bell drew 
the petition upon Dr. Sanders’ state- 
ments and returned it to him, who, it 
is supposed, wrote or caused to be 
written, all the signatures to it, as 
they are all in one hand writing. Dr. 
Sanders then sent the petition to 
Silas Webb, Esq., Representative 
from this county, whoas he was, of 
course, bound to do, upon the pre- 
sumption that it was genuine, pre- 
sented it in the House. Upon hear- 
ing of the matter, I made enquiries 
regarding it, and was greatly sur- 


names attached to the petition were 
placed there without the knowledge 
or consent of the parties. Among 
others the following were used in 
this fradulent manner: W. F. Bell, 
sd, (one of the corporators); George 
W. Dennis, Dr. ( W. Hill, Benj. 
Weeks, Ephraim Foreman, Thomas 
Buck, Isaac Taylorand R. W. Hum- 
prey. Further comment is unneces- 
sary. I have been informed that 
Senator Humphrey has been written 
toby Dr.Sanders. It is doubtiessin the 
power of the General Assembly to pass 
such an act, and whether constitu- 
tional or not, its effect would be per- 
haps to ruin us. I have, however, 
been informed by gentlemen learned 
in the law, that such an act of repeal 
would be invalid, and that under the 
United States Courts we could sue- 
cessfully maintain our yested rights. 
We trust that the General Assembly 
will not raise any more issues for 
Federal intervention. We have had 
already too many. 

We leave it with the Genera! Assem- 
bly, believing that we are perfectly 
safe in so doing.
